In Japanese naming conventions, Taro/-taro and Jiro/-jiro are typ¬ 
ical first names or suffixes. They are both traditional masculine 
names. Taro most commonly means “eldest son” and Jiro means 
“second son.” March’s names for her toys is humorous and childlike 
because kani means crab in Japanese, and usa is short for usagi , or 
rabbit. 

The name Fushi, Fu, p.iyo 

The Japanese word for immortal is fushimi. Here, March suggests 
the name Fushi or Fu for short.
